The goal is to reduce shootings and
homicides by promoting integrated evidenced-based
strategies that includes four core elements:
people, places, alignment, and engagement.

The grant will fund two probation field
intelligence officers at 50 percent each, one
probation supervisor at 25 percent, fringe, and
training.
